COMES FAR TO END HIS LIFE. 


John B. Monell Travels from Jersey 
City to Chicago to Seek His Daugh- 
ter Before Taking Poison. 


John B. Monell, infirm with age and weary 
of life, traveled from his home in Jersey 
City, N. J., to Chicago to commit suicide 
yesterday afternoon in the house of his 
daughter, Mrs. F. W. Goulden, 269 Superior 
street. Fifteen minutes after greeting his 
daughter, whom he had not seen for several 
months, Mr. Monell turned her joy at see- 
ing him into frantic grief by swallowing 
carbolic acid. Before he died he told her 


he had come to Chicago only that he might be 


near her when he ended his days. 

Mr. Monell reached the house of Mrs. 
Goulden at 6:30-0’clock in the evening. His 
coming was a great surprise to his daugh- 
ter. He was apparently in good spirits and 
seemed particularly pleased to see his daugh- 
ter and to find her in good health. After. 
talking a few minutes 4nd without showing 
any sign of being depressed on ill he asked 
to be shown to his room, sayingjhe was tired 
from his journey. 

Mrs. Goulden conducted her beni to the 
room she intended should be his as long as 
he wished to remain, but made him promise 
he would return to her soon. After waiting 
fifteen minutes she went to his room and 
rapped on the door. Receiving no reaponse 
she entered. — 

Mr. Monell was found seated on the edge 
of a bed with his head resting on his hands, 
apparently in a stupor.

Bishop Bourne, Who Is to Entertain 
Archbishop Ireland, Says Cath-. 
olic Church Is Gaining. o

London, June 24.—Archbishop Ireland was

esting talk was had with the Bishop, who, 
after Cardinal Vaughan, is the most prom- 
inent figure in the Catholic Church in Great 
Britain. | 

He takes an exceedingly optimistic view 
af the conversion of England to Ro 
Catholicism. He said: 

“‘ The signs are very hopeful that England 


will once again return to the true religion. 


The present agitation in the English church 
sneans nothing. 

“It is to the cultured classes we look to 
accomplish that for which the Roman Cath- 
lics in every part of the world are praying. 
‘We rejoice that they are the medium. 

“Although we are holding our own among 
the poorer classes, we haven’t met with so 
much success there. But once the leaders 
of the masses see the true light we are hope- 
ful that the people will come around. Our 
first object is to convince the intelligent. 
It cannot be gainsaid in any part of Great 
Britain that Catholicism has a firmer hold 
now than ever since prereformation times. 
The wave is gaining strength. Every week 
brings fresh converts. 

“Sanguine as we are of the eventual 
triumph of Catholicism in England, we know 
it must be a slow process. What is true of 
England I think is true of the whole Anglo- 
Saxon race, and the same hope we cherish 
for England we hold for America.”

It is stated by high diplomatic authority 
that Sir Julian has completed thirty-four 
years of distinguished public service and 
proposes to retire altogether from public 
work. ! 

Foreign Secretary Salisbury was notified 
of this intention by Pauncefote on his ar- 
rival in London. 

In the Foreign office it is understood that 
the Hon. Francis Hyde Villiers, C. C., the 
Assistant Under Secretary of State for For- 
eign Affairs, will be the new British Ambas- 
sador to Washington. 

Villiers, who is the only brother of, the | 
Earl of Clarendon, is 47 years old, and has 
been in the Foreign office since 1870, having 
passed through all the grades to his present 
position. He was private secretary to Lord 
Salisbury as Foreign Secretary from 1886 
to 1892 and to Lord Rosebery from 1892 to 
1894, when the latter was in the Foreign 
office. 

Only one life, that of Lord Clarendon’s 
only son, Lord Hyde, stands between Mr. 
Villiers and the earldom. He is reputed to 
be an able, painstaking official. 


Has Diplomatic Experience. 

Besides his aristocratic connections his 
claim for the important embassy at Wash- 
ington is declared to be based upon the fact 
that he has been especially concerned in all 
the negotiations between Washington and 
London since his promotion to Assistant 
Under Secretary in 1896. ; 

He married in 1876 a daughter of Mr. Eric 
Carrington Smith, a connection of the 
wealthy Carrington family, and has three 
sons and two daughters. The eldest son is 
18 years old. 

This intended transfer of another Foreign 
office official to the Washington embassy 
is calculated to create profound discontent 
and heartburning in the diplomatic service. 
whose members have recently found their 
promotion to the highest offices in the serv- 
ice blocked by the interposition of the For- 
eign Secretary's personal entourage in three 
instances, But this will be the first occasion 
on which an Assistant Under Secretary has 
been advanced at a bound to the Ambas- 
sadorship. 

Sir Julian Pauncefote will be offered a 
Peerage when he returns from The Hague 
conference, and probably his retirement will 
not be announced until then, 

It is expected that his retirement will be 
the subject of an official denial, but the 
course of events will bear out the informa- 
tion, the source of which cannot be ques- 


tioned. 


; Surprise in Washington. 

‘Washington, D. C., June 24.—[Special.]— 
Some surprise was manifested in diplo- 
matic circles over the report that Sir Julian 
Pauncefote would not return here as the 
representative of the Queen. 

lt was known Sir Jullan had but a few 
months more to serve here before his retire- 
ment from the diplomatic service. His term 
has been extended for one year on two oc- 
easions, and the last extension expires 
early next spring. Owing to the success and 
popularity of the British Ambassador and 
his family, and the fact that he is the dean 
of the diplomatic corps, his government was 
reluctant to retire him. 7 
* Another reason for retaining Sir Julian 
here is that his familiarity with the Alaskan 
boundary question is of incalculable value 
to his government. Deep regret will be ex- 
pressed over the decision to send a successor 
to the big Englishman, if the story from Lon- 
don is confirmed, as he is one of the most 
popular members of the diplomatic corps.

I have never indulged 
in press polemics, and think I have a right 
to impose the same attitude upon my sub- 
ordinates. I can answer insults with the 
‘sword. I must not bring soldiers into per- 
sonal quarrels, and have taken prudential 
measures against officers violating discipline, 
but’ these will not disgrace them. | 

‘“* Regarding the court-martial; I await its 
findings in order to know whether Dreyfus 
is innocent or guility. I have never doubted 
the innocence of Picquart.”’ 

In concluding the interview, the War Min- 
ister dictated the following: 2 

**I give my word of honor that none of the 
Ministers think of influencing the court- 
martial. Whether Dreyfus be convicted or 
acquitted, the judgment of the court will 
be loyally rendered and applied. Every one 
must bow to the verdict, whatever it may 
be.”’ |

Hicks for nervous troubles, declares she is 
at times insane. He said.today: | 

“* Miss Hicks’ case is one of emotional in- 


sanity. It was due primarily, I believe, to 


the shock and grief of a great bereavement, 
the death years ago of her affianced husband 
in Lynn, where she was highly connected 


and respected. She has a highly emotional 
nature, not of the strongest. 


“She has often shown signs of mental af- 


‘fliction. During one of these attacks a 


year ago she made an attempt upon her life. 


These attacks have occurred with painful 
frequency during the last year and some 
have been so severe as to make her entirely 
oblivious even of her own identity. Last 


February she was found wandering about 


the North End, ill clad, and unconscious of 
her surroundings. For twenty-four hours 


she failed to recognize her closest friends, or 
to realize where she was.

EDUCATION OF THE FARMER. 


Industfial Commission [Learns Facts 


About Agricultural Colleges— 
Pay of Farm Labor, 


Washington, D. C., June 24.—A. C. True, di- 
rector of the office of experimental stations, 
was before the Industrial commission today. 


He directed his remarks especially to the sub- 


ject of technical education for agriculturists, 


giving much information concerning the ex- 
periment stations, the agricultural colleges, 


the secondary agricultural schools, farmers’. 
institutes, etc. 


Referring to the last named institutions, he 
gaid there was.an increasing demand for 
experts at these meetings, and he recom- 


mended that traveling professors be em- 


ployed for their benefit. He said that in the 


United States at large there were forty-six 
land grant colleges, with resources amount- 
ing to $53,500,000, which afford an educa- 
tion along agricultural lines and which were 
attended last year by more than 31,000 stu- 
dents, 4.000 of whom had taken an agricul- 
tural course. 

George K. Holmes, also of the Agricultural 
department, was heard. He furnished 
statistics showing that the average per cap- 
ta earnings of farm laborers in the United 

tates amount to $225 per annum without 
board, compared to $227 paid to persons en- 
gaged in domestic service, $420 paid to 
miners, and $445 paid to those engaged in the 
mechanical arts. He also submitted figures 
showing the per capita production of the 
agriculturists of the United States to be $177 
in the South Atlantic: States, $211 in the 
southern central States, $362 in the north 
central States, $389 in the North Atlantic 
States, and $519 in the Western States, the 


j| average production in manufactures being 


$880 per capita per annum. From these fig- 
ures he deduced the conclusion that the con- 
dition of the farm laborer was wretchedly 
poor, while that of the farm owner was little 


if any better. 3 
At the conclusion of Mr. Holmes’ testimony 


the commission adourned until Sept. 5.

C.-B. DE La VERGN®, salésman for Hoch- 
stadter & Wallach, wholesale clothing, New 
York City—Traveling men are against trusts. 
In the wholesale clothing world the effect of 
the woolen and the worsted trusts has been 
felt for some time. Commission houses . 
have gone out of business. First-class sales- 
men—men drawing salaries ranging from 
$2,500 to $10,000 annually—to the numberof 
230 have been removed, while hundreds of 
other employés are without positions. In 
the event of the organization of a clothing 
trust capitalized at $100.000,000, as has heen 
talked of, thousands of salesmen would be 
cut out. For atime the clothing trust could 
dictate to the woolen and to the worsted 
combine. But, the demand created, money . 
would be forthcoming to establish woolen 
mills outside the combination. Then in four 


years we would have the greatest overpro- 
duction this country has known. 


Such a 
crash will check the present flood of trust 
organization if it continues.

CENTRAL ANNOUNCES SUM- 


Action Brings the Differentials Dis- 
pute Into Prominence Again—Low 
Round-Trip Fares Offered by Many 

Other lines—Erie Tieket Agents 
Urged to Form Dewey Clubs—Exec- 
ative Officers of Western Roads 


| Adopt New Agreement. 


The Michigan Central has just taken action 
that again brings the vexatious differertial 


Tate question to the front. A few days ago 
the Erie announced a tourist rate of $33 to 


Boston and return, and corresponding rates 
to Portland and other New England points. 
None of these points had previously peen 
tourist points. The other differential rate 
lincs at once met the Erie’s rate. It was 
understood that this was a move against the 
standard lines, which had controlled most of 
that business. 

The Michigan Central, a standard line, 
now takes the position that it is entitled to 
make just as low rates on tourist business 
as any of the differential roads. It gave 
notice yesterday that until further notice it 
would sell summer tourist tickets to Boston 
and other New England points as follows: 
To Boston and return via Michigan Central 
to Buffalo, New York Central to Albany, 
and Boston and Albany to Boston, $83; to 
Portland, Me., add $4.50 to Boston rate; to 
Portsmouth, N. H., add $2.80 to Boston rate; 
to Old Orchard, Me., add $4 to Boston rate; 
to Halifax, N. S., add $13 to Boston rate; to 
St. Johns, N. F., and return, add $37. 25 to 
Boston rate. 

By this move the Michigan Central gains 
ai great advantage over competing differen- 
tial lines as its route to Boston is much 
shorter and more direct than by any of the 
others. The differential lines threaten to 
take retaliative measures in a day or two. 


Other Reduced Rates. 

The Wisconsin Central will make.a rate of 
$14.65 from Minneapolis and 8t. Paul to De- 
troit and return for the Christian Endeavor 
convention. The Central Passenger associa- 
tion has announced for this occasion a one- 
fare rate for the round trip from all points 
in its territory and a rate of $9.45 for the 
round trip going from Chicago by rail and 
returning by steamer. This rate does not 


include meals on the steamer, 


The Chicago and Alton, the Chicago Great 
Western, and the Missouri Pacific railroads 
will make a round trip rate of one fare, plus 
$2, to Ogden and Salt Lake City during the 
period the reduced rates for the National 
Educational association’s convention are in 
effect. This is in retaliation for the making 
of such a rate to north Pacific coast points. 

Western roads have refused to make a rate 
of one fare, plus $2, for the National Fra- 
ternal Congress to be held in Chicago on 
Aug. 22 to 27.

| summer tourist rate of $25.80 between Peoria 


and Buffalo, to meet the competition of the 
Big Four road.

It is asserted by most brokers that the 
trade so far this year has been disappoint- 
ing. They say, however, that it has showed 
some signs which indicate certain improve- 
ment. Most of the property which has been 
transferred has gone at permanent values, 
rather than at fictitious prices. if 
Many acre tracts held by people who had 
become tired of ‘“‘ holding on’”’ through the 
years of depression were sacrificed at low 
valuations, but found purchasers in the form 
of a syndicate of shrewd buyers who have 
made money on their real estate investments 
in Chicago in the past by taking property 
when it was a drug and waiting several 
years until the speculative interest returned, 
as it always has heretofore after every 
panic. 

The history of past panics has shown that 
the first venturers in real estate after a long 
period of uncertainty were those who bought 
acre tracts and householders who sought 
homes after years of living in flats. and 
rented houses. It has been demonstrated 
that the market for acre property has been 
better this year than for several years past, 
and during the summer at least two promi- 
nent brokers propose to test the market by 
offering: lots for building purposes to the 
highest bidders at auction sales. 

Auction Sales of Lots. 

In the boom years this was one of the 
favorite methods of disposing of subdivided 
property. Some of the agents gave picnics 
or other entertainments on their property, 
with a free excursion, which attracted 
multitudes of people to the vicinity. They 
then gave away a trust deed to one lot, 
which was sometimes dropped from a bal- 
loon to add to the zest of the competition. 
The indications are that something of this 
sort may be resorted.to this year. —

DESCENDANTS OF PURITANS. 


New England Much Perturbed Because 
a Race of “‘ Poor Whites ” Is Be- 
ing Evolved. 


‘Rural New England is much perturbed 
over the stat nts that have been sown 
broadcast in regard to its physical, social, 
and moral degeneracy and the urgent rec- 
ommendation of investigators that mission- 
aries be sent to these lapsed children of the 
Puritans rather than to the “ heathen ’”’ in 
distant lands. | | 

Mrs. A. L. Bowles of Boston was one of 
the \first to start the crusade in an article 
published first in the Boston Transcript and 
afterward in pamphlet form describing the 
deterioration of whose effects she had been 
a witness in a New-Hampshire village, and 
the subsequent reformation and uplifting 
due to the efforts of an intelligent, cultured, 
and philanthropic family that had settled 


in the place. 
Governor Rollins of New Hampshire ut- 
tered a warning note in his “fast day’”’ 
proclamation against the decline of religion 
in rural New €ngland, which set press and 
people, religious and secular, buzzing. 
But most scathing of all have been-the 


articles recently published in the Atlantic 


Monthly by a tinan who formerly was pas- 
tor of a church in a western Massachusetts 
hill town. 

In one of his articles he says: ‘’ Were I 
to pass judgment upon Miss Wilkins’ work 
I should say that it is a little deficiént in 
artistic audacity. She understates the case. 


. There seems to me to be a scumble over 


every one of her portraits. Her fantastic 
types exist; they abound in the hill towns; 
they are the natural result of intermarriage 
within the clan.

Rural life, so exquisitely lovely in its 
possibilities—aye, and soregally magnificent 
in its lavish setting of forest and lake and 
hill and roaring brook—disappoints, how 
grievously, when you know the inmost truth 
of it. 

‘* Massachusetts has built the factory and 
mortgaged the farm. The people of New 
England are roiling down hill. We have 
contributed our best to the cities; only the 
leavings remain. 

“If you would see country life at its 
worst, pray visit the Belchertown cattle 
show. There you may mingle with as 


wicked a throng of human creatures as ever 


congregated in Whitechapel or Bellevue or 
Five Points. Foreigners? Not they! That 
loathsome rabble, gather from twenty 
decadent hill towns, are they not, every 
soul of them, descended from the Puritans? 
Their prerevolutionary blood is as gaod as 
your own. The upland has reduced them to 
barbarism; they do but bespeak the future 
of rural New England.

The other country 
which gains in population much faster than 
the United States is British India. Between 1881 
and 1891 the increase was over 27,700,000, or at 
least twice as great a growth as the American 
republic will show for the present decade. 

When it comes to rates of gain instead of the 
actual increase of population, countries like the 
Argentine Republic easily lead the United States. 
This country is getting too old and well set- 
tled to compete with newer parts of the world, 
which have good natural advantages, in the rate 
of growth measured by percentages. Canada 
was far below the United States in that respect 
in the decade between 1881 and 1891, but the 
next enumerat will probably show different 
results, owing to the rapid gains of British 
Columbia, the Yukon region, and Manitoba.—

GENEALOGY OF THE FEUDIST. 
. They are a singular race, these Kentucky 


“mountaineers. They resent comparison with 


the ‘‘crackers’”’ and r whites in the 
mountains of Georgia and North Carolina. 
Those of Tennessee béar them closer re- 
semblance, but the Tennesseeans are less 
bloodthirsty. They may kill a man, per- 
haps, but the deed does not necessarily inau- 
gurate a war of extermination between 
whole families. In many instances the Ken- 
tuckians claim good blood and are proud of 
it. Some of them bear aristocratic names— 
Lee, Taylor, McCoy, Bondurant, Ellicot, 
Howard, and the like. | Tradition says that 
some of the ne’er-do-weels who came from 
Great Britain in the early days of the colo-. 
nies, not caring to work, took to the woods. 
and in these mountuins where they found 
plenty of game, nuts, and wild fruits, led an 
easy and independent life. Some of them 
took Indian’ wives, others found mates of 
their, own pace, and they multiplied and 
prospered. Nor are they the savages one Is 
apt to suppose. Excepting the command- 
ment, ** Thou shalt not kill,” they keep the 
decalogue as well, perhaps better, than the 
dwellers in cities. Théy do not covet their 
neighbors’ wives, are honest accérding to 
their lights; you may trust them with un- 
counted gold; tell the truth, excepting in a 
court of justice, and are hospitable to a de- 
gree. They are ‘dead against” the gov- 


ernment in the matter of “ moonshining ”’; 
-no argument can persuade them that the 


United States Revenue office has any claims 
upon the whisky which they make from the 
corn they have raised on their own land. It 
is bad enough to pay taxes on the land. But 
they hold life cheaply. They shoot a man 
in his tracks for a less matter than a Chi- 
cagoan would strike one with clinched fist or - 
cane, And when a relative is killed their 
code of honor, like the Arab’s and the Cor- 
sican’s, calls for blood-vengeance not only 
upon the slayer but upon all his relatives by 
blood or marriage. It is a tribal affair. 


SOME FAMOUS FEUDS. 


It makes no difference how innocent the 
relative may be. Witness the case of George 
Baker and the still more unprovoked mur- 
der of Judge Josiah Combs of Perry County 
in 1894. His d&ughter married an Eversole, 
and the old man, one/of the wealthiest and 
most distinguished citizens of the county, 
was shot from behind a fence by an unknown 
man, who escaped. The Gampbrill-French- 
Eversole fend of Breathitt and Perry Coun-. 
ties is a feud of long standing. This, like 
some others, began during the war of the 
rebellion. The Gambrills were confederates, 
the Eversoles unionists, and they fought 
each other desperately, not only during the 


four years of the war but have kept it up 


ever since. When the Gambrill leader was 
killed in 1884 Fulton French, who had come 
to Hazard, Perry County, from Virginia, as 
a school teacher early in the ‘80s, took-his 
plage, and the feud, flaring up with fresh: 
fury under his conduct, has since been 
known as the French-Eversole feud. — 

In the ter years between 1884 and 1804 
thirty-odd men were killed in this vendetta. 
At one time there were as Many as a hun 
dred men on each side. The bitterness on 
both sides has always been increased by 
the differences in politics, the Eversoles be- 
ing Republicans and their opponents belong- 
ing to the Democratic party. Eversoles, 
Gambrills, and Frenches are numerous in: 
both Breathitt and Lee Counties, and the

At the time of the murder 
of Judge Combs Fulton French was arrested 
for the.crime.

The Eversoles have always been one of the 
richest and most influential families in 
Breathitt County. Judges, Sheriffs, County 
Attorneys, legislators, and Congressmen 
have come from its ranks, and it has always 
led more or less in the politics of the district. 


GREATEST OF ALL. FEUDS, 
There is scarcely a story of the old Scotch 


‘border raids which eclipses in bloody cruelty 


the tale of the Hatfield-McCoy vendetta on 
the Kentucky and West Virginia line. For 
the last two years, since Captain Hatfield, 
after making his escape frqm the Logan 
County Jali, was blown from the crest of the 
Devil's Backbone by a charge of dynamite, 
little has been heard of its members, except 
in-the old deeds of which the people in that 
country tell with bated breath. But Hat- 
field’s remains were never fotnd, and no une 
is. sure that he will not reappear at any mo- 
ment, giving no notice but the unerring mes- 
sage of his gun, from which no McCoy is 
safe while he lives. This feud began in 1882, 
between the family of McCoy in Pike County, 
Ky., and the Hatfield family of Logan Coun- 
ty, W. Va- ‘The two counties join along the 
Blue Ridge. The feud grew out of an election 
dispute, in'which one of the McCoys shot and 
killed a Hatfield. Four of the McCoys were 
arrested for the murder, and, while awaitirg 
examination, were captured by a Hatfield 
mob, carried into Logan County; then taken 
back into Kentucky in the dead of night, and 
all four shot.. | 

It was not until 1887 that Governor Byck- 
ner offered a reward of $§00 for the murder- 


vers of the McCoys, and made a requisition 
for them upon the Governor of West Vir- 


ginta, which requisition was refused. The 
Sheriff of Pike County, tempted by this ro- 
ward, went to Logan County, captured three 
of the Hatfields, and put them into the Pike 
County Jail. By way of retaliation, their 
kin who were free made a raid into Pike 
County. on New Year's eve, burning the 
house of the head of the McCoy family, and 
killing his wife, daughter, and son. The 

his relatives, 


A. succession of cowardly murders and 
inations and houseburnings followed. 

Even little children were butchered, and the 
deeds of blood on both sides recall the In- 
dian massacres of the colonial days. The 
Governor of West Virginia made a requisi- 
tion upon the Governor of Kentucky for the 
murderers of the Hatfields, which was not 
granted. Then the affair.became an inter- 
state matter. Governor Wilson of West 
Virginia sent’'a special agent to Governor 
Buekner, as 


applied to for a writ of habeas corpus, de- 
cided that the authorities of Pike County 
had proper jurisdiction in the case. The 
Kentucky Governor increased his reward 
for the McCoy murderers to $5,000, and both 
Governors called out the militia of their 
respective States to the extent which they 
deemed justified by the occasion. It 1s 
really disgraceful to both commonwealths 
that they were able to do so little to end 
the warfare, the participants in which with- 
out exception deserved hanging. All the 


-murders were cruel, many of them heart- 


less, and few of them had the semblance 
of provocation, since the victims on whom 
vengeance fell were usually guiltless of any- 
thing save blood-relationship to the mur- 
derers for whose sins they suffered. The 
narrow bottom of the Tug River, above 
and below Pond Creek, where it empties into 
the river, was the scene of nearly all the 
outrages. 


HALF A DECADE OF MURDER. 


From 1882 to 1887, when the two States 
were roused to a sense of the situation, the 
killing and burning went on unchecked, the 
Hatfieids being the chief aggressors. 
Devil Anse’ Hatfield purchased firearms 
and ammunition in quantities, and organized 
a regular clan with himself at the head. 
They had a cavern in the “ Devil's Back- 
bone,”” where they held their meetings and 
laid their murderous plans. Randall McCoy, 
with his wife and thirteen children, had his 


‘home in a cluster of log cabins near the 
mouth of Pond Creek. 


** Devil Anse’”’ and 
his gang raided the dwelling in the dead of 
night, laid the place in ashes, wounded the 
father, leaving him for dead, and killed the 
mother and five of the children, the rest 
escaping to the woods in the darkness. — 

A period of “ stock-raising '’ followed all 
through the region by “ Devil Anse ”’ and his 
gang of outlaws, but there were no more 
murders for nearly a year, until, in mistake 


for Randall McCoy, John and Henderson 


Scott were waylaid in a mountain path and 
erippled for life by a volley from the rifles 
of Devil Anse’s men. In 1887 Jefferson 
McCoy, riding along a mountain path, was 
waylaid and shot by Captain Ansel Hatfield 
and one of his gang. McCoy’s old mother 
was with him, and after the first shot was 
fired, wounding him slightly, she threw her- 
self on the ground at “* Devil Anse’s *’ feet, 
and, clasping his knees, pleaded for her son's 
life. The fiend tn human shape flung her 
aside with curses, kicked her brutally with 
his heavy boots, and completed the murder 
of her son, while she groveled at his feet 
and begged for pity. | 


KILLED MORE WOMEN. 

At an election in August. 1887, Louis Var- 
ney, a cousin of the McCoys, was attacked 
by Anson Hatfield and beaten to death. 
Hatfield and his gang took possession of 
the polls and broke up the election. Minor 
crimes of various kinds were committed until 
January, 1888, when the crowning piece of 
deviltry was accomplished. Thirteen of the 
Hatfield gang surrounded the McCoy home- 
stead and set fire to it in the dead of night, 


when the family were asleep trusting in the 


protection of the companies of soldiers as- 
sembled at Pikeville and at Logan’ Court- 
house. They killed all the sons who could 
handle a rifle, one of the daughters, and beat 
the mother over the head until they stunned 
and left her for dead. The younger chil- 
dren escaped in their nightclothes to the 
snow-covered hills and hid in the bushes. 
Meantime the father did his best to defend 
his family, and dodging from tree to tree 
fired shot after shot. with the result that 
three of the attacking party had to be 
buried when the fight was over and several 
others were wounded. 

McCoy moved the surviving members of 
his family to Pikeville. Then he gathered 
his friends and went on the warpath. Soon 
after this terrible massacre the Hatfields 
killed Vance McCoy, crossing over into Pike 
County for the deed. 

Shortly afterwards Sheriff Phillips of Pike 
arrested several of the Hatfield gang. Un- 
luckily, their captain esdaped. The men 
were brought to trial, and most of thém 
were sent to the State penitentiary for terms 
of from eight to ten years. Then the land 
had comparative peace, excepting that now 
and then a log hut was fired, a horse or cow 
“lifted,” or a man shot at from behind a 
tree in the woods. | 

Early in 1897 most of the Hatfields, hav- 
ing served their terms, came home. heroes 
in their own eyes and in those of their 
friends. Devil Anse’ reappeared at their 
head, in defiance of the fact that three true 
bills for murder in the first degree had been 
found against him by the Pike County 
grand jury. 

“They must catch me before they hang 


'me,” he said, and he pointed with pride to 


the stock of his Winchester rifle, whére 


} eighteen notches kept the tally of his vic- 


tims. However, Sheriff Keadle of Pike held 
his official duty above his life. He sum- 
moned a posse of picked men, every one of 
whom could look down the muzzle of a gun 
without flinching. and laid low. each man 
watching his opportunity. Captain Anse 
was taken after killing one man and wound- 
ing another and lodged in jail to await 
trial. All along the border not only in 
Kentucky and West Virginia but in Ohio 
also people breathed more freely. 

Troops were sent to guard the noted des- 


| perado, for there was fear of lynching. 


Danger of that was small; every man wanted 
to see “ Deyil Anse” dangle from a rope’s 
end in the public square of Pikeville. All 
the same he was not to be held by prison 
walls. Some one smuggled a hatchet in 
to him, and with this he chopped his way 
through a stockade eighteen inches thick. 
The escape was made between 1 and 2 
o'clock in the morning, and was not dis- 
covered until three or four hours later. By 
daylight Sheriff Keadle and his men were 
on the trail. Men flocked to the courthouse 
to join in the pursuit, and the first night after 
the escape men with Winchesters patrolled 
the banks of the Ohio River to prevent the

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capture. The Judge of the Federal Circuit 
Court gave money from his own purse to aid 
in the expenses of the Sheriff’s posse. The 
States of Kentucky and of West Virginia 
joined hands in the pursuit, and the Gov- 
ernor of Ohio issued orders for the im- 
mediate arrest of the criminal in case he 
dared to seek refuge within the borders of 


| that State. 


Old Randall McCoy, burning with the thirst 
for vengeance on the murderer of his 
children; hastened to town as soon as he 
heard the news. A typical mountaifieer, 
tough as a lightwood knot, he was armed 
to the teeth, with his dog at his heels.

The as- 
sembled townspeople, men and women, and 
all the children who could walk alone, 
cheered the old man as he set out to follow 
the Sheriff. | 


OLD MAN M’COY’S REVENGE. : 
his home McCoy had managed to locate the 
outlaw’s cave in the Devil's Backbone, and 
to this retreat he led the pursuing party. 
The wildest section of the wild country 
grows precipitous towards the southeast. 
Beech Creek cuts through the mountains 
on its crooked way to the Tug River. Its 
course is a miniature cafion, with steep, al- 
most inaccessible cliffs on both sides. The 
strata of rock are tilted on end as if they 
had been uplifted by some mighty upheaval 
of nature. Approach to this natural fort is 
impossible except on one side, where a nar- 
row footpath climbs the rocks. At no point 
is it wide enough for more than one person, 
and a misstep while climbing it would mean 
a dangerous fall on the rocks below. .Two 
Winchester rifies might hold the crest 
against a regiment. a | 

This was the refuge which Hatfield sought 
and reached—not without fighting and not 
alone. As soon as he escaped all the mem- 
bers of his old gang who were at large 
flocked to his aid. Every man in the Sher- 
iff’s posse knew that he was risking his life, 
and was determined to make the enemy suf- 
fer before he lost it. | te 

The two parties did not come in sight of 
each other until within a few rods of the 
* Devil's Backbone.” Then old Ran McCoy 
spied Ansel and set off in mad chase, fol- 
lowed by half a dozen of his kinsmen, all of 
whom had wrongs to avenge, and all of 
whom like himself could climb like cats. 
The Sheriff had made up his mind toa siege, 
and followed more slowly by an easier route. 
At one point in the chase old Ran nearly suc- 
ceeded in getting between his enemy and the 
‘cliff, and there was a furious fusillade from 
both sides, in which blood was shed but no 
one killed, and Hatfield ‘reached cover. 
When the Sheriff came up he was greeted by 
a fierce fire from the summit. Singing bul- 
lets which scaled the bark and tofe the leaves 
from the trees above the men’s heads 
brought the news that) Captain 
Devil Anse was in his fortress and 
determined to defend it. Instantly every 
man was behind his tree, in frontier style, 
and there followed two or three days of fight- 
ing, Indian fashion. The exposure of any 
part of the body was the signal for a shot. 
Eight or ten of the Sheriff's posse were 
wounded, and Anse's two brothers, Troy and 
Elias Hatfield, were seen to fall. | 

J. H. Baldwin, who had distinguished him- 
self seven years before by the capture ofa 
brother of Anse Hatfield, afterwards hung at 
Pikeville. came with reinforcements later in 
END OF “DEVIL ANSE.” 


Familiar with ,mining operations he 
brought dynamite and proceeded to lay 
trains and explode them. The first explo- 
sion shattered the fortress; the second laid 
it in ruins. Amid the smoke and confusion 
of the second explosion some fugitives 
escaped into the underbrush. None of them 
was recognized. It was impossible to search 
the débris for remains, and the pursuit of 
those who escaped was difficult. Since 
then there has been peace in the land, for the 
outlaw’s gang was disbanded. | | 

The Hatfield-McCoy feud was the bloodiest 
ever known, the only one which has gained 
the bad eminence of mention among noted 
crimes. Kentucklans, who admit that their 
fellow-statesmen are quick on the trigger, 
say indignantly that the Hatflelds, who were 
the arch-criminals, were for the most part 
West Virginians, and that the McCoys acted 
solely in self-defense. | 

Not even the most jealous excuser of Ken- 
tucky customs, however he may declare 
that feuds are rare and sporadic, can deny 
that they exist quite frequently enough to 
form a serious blot on the State 'scutcheon. 
At least a dozen have found their way to 
public mention within the last few years, by. 
reason of the murders they have caused, 
and they are evidently as hard to stamp 
out as a prairie fire or a nest of rattlesnakes 
in their native mountains. Nor is it only 
among the uncivilized mountaineers that 
the feud exists. Kenton County, for ex- 
ample, has a considerable feud, in which 
the opposing factions dwell near Covington. 
This is the Busse-Staggenberg feud, in 
which several people have been beaten 
nearly to death, and saloons and houses de- 
molished. Two or three people have been 
brought to trial, but as usual in such cases 
justice has either been evaded or dealt light- 
ly with the ofienders. 


STICK BY EACH OTHER. 


Kinship is a weighty matter in Kentucky. 
Right or wrong, public opinion demands that 
a man must stand by his relatives. ‘ Blood

in old Virginia and in Kentucky, and is one 
of the rules of life. For this reason, because 
of the intricacies of family ties, a man who 
professes to be peaceably inclined may have 
more than one feud on his hands at one and 
the same time. 
one of the participants in the Howard-Baker 
fight, is one of the leaders of the Strong- 
Amys feud, which raged in Breathitt Coun- 
ty for many years. People have forgotten 
what began it, whether a political difference, 
a dispute over a horserace, or what; if one 
Kentuckian gives another the lié direct that 
other >must shoot him, Then, because any

FAMOUS “ BROTHERS’ FEUD.” 


The Ellacott feud was a concentrated af- 
fair, which ended in 1892 with the death 
of both disputants. Thirty years before old 
man Ellacott died and left his mountain 


ber, to his two sons. They had no near 
relations, but they could not agree, and one 
of them brought suit for a division of the es- 
tate. When the surveyor came to divide 
the land he asked who would pay him, and

When the buyers-ran the price of timbér 
up to $22 a thousand the militia had to be 
caHed out. Bach of the brothers spent more 
than the timber was worth in defending 
the cases. Every tree was cut, excepting 
thoge left on the disputed territory; only a 
dozen or so were felled there. Then the 
choppers went. elsewhere, and for year in 
and year out the two old memsat each on his 
side with loaded shotgun ready each to kill 
the other if he stepped on the debateable 
ground. . 

At last a neighbor passing saw the buz- 
zards circling over the spot, and, going to 
investigate, found one of the men dead, 
sitting on his doorstep with his gun still 
across his knees. He had been dead a day 
or two, but his fraternal’ foe was uncon- 
scious of the fact. When they told him, he 
did not seem to understand. Deaf, insane, 
on the one subject, and half blind, they 


They were some charitable souls among the 
neighboring women, and they kept a sort of 


too, was dead. So distant heirs came In 
for the walnut timber, and the’ place is 
known for a hundred miles around as “‘ The 
Brothers’ Feud.””’ Had there been half a 
dozen sons on each side, instead of one 
single man, the warfare might have been 
kept up for generations. 
Besides the more important feuds which 
compel attention outside of the State, there 
are numerous other lesser affairs of which 
nobody ever hears. Two men quarrel and 
one kills the other. His nearest kinsman

TOLLGATE RAIDERS. 


Another class of law-breakers in Kentucky 
who consider themselves within their rights 
are the. toligate raiders. Kentucky pikes 
are beautiful to look upon. They are built 
of concrete and granite, wide enough for two 
teams to drive abreast. The roadbeds are 
raised two feet above the earth, and violets 
and clover bloom along the edges of the 
road.

000 to relatives and friends, “About $900,- 
000 was given to education and charity. 
Harvard University gets $100,000; the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology, 
$150,000; and the Museum of Fine Arts in 
Boston,. $100,000. Twenty-two charities 
receive sums varying from $10,000 to $50,- 
000; in all $435,000. The schools do not 
fare so well, three of them receiving $465,-

There 
are printed at the top of this report the let- 
ter of the company, the number of the regi- 
ment, and the names of the company and 
regimental commanders. Nothing but sheer 
carelessness in compiling these collected re- 
ports by the clerks at headquarters can ac- 
count for the errors. If the headquarters 
clerks could realize thoroughly the sorrow 
and anxiety that their careless methods 
impose it is possible that their duties would 
be better performed, There can be no saving 
excuse for the present slipshod work. * 


‘ RUSSIA’S GREAT NAVAL PROJECT. 

Russia is planning to belt the middle of 
the Huropean continent with a waterway 
twenty-eight feet deep, running north and 
south across western Russia, and conect- 
ing the Black Sea with the Baitic. The 
strategic importance of the enterprise is 
appurent at a glauce. The canai wiil do 
for the navy what the transsiberian rail- 
way is doing for the army. It will make 
Russia the absolute master of its own 
waters and will bring St. Petersburg more 
than a thousdhd miles nearer to the Black 
Sea and to the coveted Bosporous and Con- 
stantinople. At the same time it is be- 
lieved that-the commercial benefits of such 
a canal through western Russian will pay 
for its construction and maintenance. 

The leading article in the current Fort- 
nightly Review gives many of the details 
of this remarkable enterprise. It shows 
that while the Siberian railway is of deep 
significance to the United States, this canal 
is the more important of the two for Eu- 
rope. Though the waterway will bea 
thousand miles in length its estimated cost 
is only $100,000,000, and an official re- 
port places the time of construction at five 
years, though the Fortnightly writer 
thinks it cannot be done in less than eight 
or ten years. The ease of the project lies 
in its utilization of two great rivers, one 
flowing north into the Baltic and the other 
south into the Black Sea. They are the 
Diina and the Dnieper, with their tributa- 
ries. By deepening and connecting these 
there will be a continuous deep waterway 
from Riga on the Baltic to Kherson, near 
Odessa, on the Black Sea. 

The connecting canal and tributaries are

of the proposed waterway follows the old 
boundary of Poland a large part of the 
distance. For this reason the route is lined 
with fortresses, some of them of great 
antiquity. Those of Borosov and Bobru- 
_isk, on the Beresina River, are noted for 
having held out successfully against Napo- 
leon on his march to Moscow. Both ends 
of the waterway are capable of strong 
fortification. Lying entirely within Rus- 
sian territory, it will furnish absolutely se- 
cure communication for warships between 
Russia’s northern and southern frontiers in 
time of war. 

The great engineering obstacle to be over- 
come is the granite barrier, forty miles 
broad, that forms the rapids of Ekaterinos- 
lav, 200 miles above the mouth of the 
Dnieper. If it were not for these rapids or 
“ porogi,” as the Russians call them, there 
would be complete communication now for 
small boats between the Black Sea and the 
Baltic, for an old canal already connects 
the two great river systems. But this 
granite barrier is now to be removed and 
the rivers are to be deepened so as to 
admit the largest ships. Whether the cata-

‘Lord Rosebery’s statement that the ad- 
vantages of weaith are exaggerated is one 
of those propositions which cannot expect 
‘to meet with that universality of acquies- 
cence that a propos.tion in geometry de- 
mands. Much depends upon the personali- 
ty of the individual to whom the proposi- 
tion is being demonstrated. To the man 
who has to “get out and hustle” every 
day for his livelihood, and who even then 
barely manages to keep his head above 
water, Rosebery’s ‘remarks will appear 
nothing but unadulterated cant. 

Much also depends upon the person who | 
attempts to prove the Rosebery theorem. — 
If Lord Salisbury, for example, were to 
undertake the task instead of Lord Rose- 
bery, assent to the statement as an ab- 
stract philosophical truth would be more 
likely. Lord Salisbury does not care much 
what sort-of coat he wears, but Lord Rose- 
bery does; Lord Salisbury would probably 
be contented with a poor man’s dinner, but 
Lord Rosebery most certainly would not; 
the quality of horse he rode would not 
trouble Lord Salisbury much, but it would 
make a world of difference to Lord Rose- 
bery. Evidently, therefore, the Rosebery | 
proposition lacks that element of univer- 
sality with which geometrical propositions © 
are credited. — | 

Some noted mathematicians of the pres- 
ent day, it is true, say that a little of the 
personal or at least human element enters 
even into geometrical theorems and that, 
for example, there may be other kinds of 
space of which man has no knowledge, 
where the three angles of a triangle are .

United States Mr. Holmes 

gives an account of the corundum deposits 
of the southern Appalachian regions. This 
mineral is of increasing economic value, for 
the industrial arts are every year finding 
fresh uses for it. It exceeds in hardness all 
other natural substances except the dia- 
mond. It is ground into powder called 
* corundum sand,”’ which is used for making 
corundum wheels or rotary files, whose cut- 
ting edge never grows dull. While the 
corundum industry of India dates back to the 
earliest times the abundant deposits of this 
mineral in the Eastern United States have 
only been worked during the last twenty 
years. Corundum deposits are known to oc- 
cur all along the southern slopes of the 
Appalachian chain from New York State to 
Alabama, but it is extracted on a large scale 
only in Georgia and North Carolina. In 1878 
it was found In North Carolina, and since 
that time its output has steadily increased. 
Corundum wheels are rapidly replacing files 
for grinding down metal surfaces and are 
taking the place of grindstones for sharpen- 
ing tools. It cost about 60 cents to file down 
a pound weight of iron with an ordinary file, 
while a corundum wheel can do the same 
amount of work at one-seventh of the cost 
and in one-eighth of the time. There is evi- 
dently a great future for the corundum in- 


dustry. 


COLONIAL EXHIBITION IN LONDON, | 
One of the first results of the new im- 
perialism in England; which was given such 
an impetus by the Queen’s jubilee, is the, 
Colonial or Greater Britain exhibition now 
in progress in London. As _ originally 
planned all the colonies were expected to 
participate, but some of the governments 
failed actively to promote the scheme, leav- 
ing individual exhibiters to represent the 
colony as they might prefer. As a result, 
while there are scattering exhibits from 
most of the colonies only three are of pro- 
nounced interest and importance—those of 
Queensland, Victoria, and Rhodesia. 
- One of the curious facts connected with 
the display is that Queensland, with an area 
eight times the size of Great Britain and 
with a coast line equal to the distance from 
London to Gibraltar, should be sending ex- 
hibits thousands of miles to the capital of 
the British Empire. Yet Queensland's his- 
tory is practically comprised within the 
thirty years which have elapsed since the 
discovery of gold in the colony. Its present 
output of the precious metal is about $12,- 
500,000—quite a Klondike in itself, though 
but little is now heard of these gold fields. A 
gilded model of Temple Bar in the exhibi- 
tion shows that Wren’s famous structure 
might have been duplicated in solid gold 
taken from the sixty-four gold fields of 
Queensland alone, Queensland is also rich 
in nearly all kinds of minerals. A nugget of 
native copper weighing a ton and a half and 
another of almost pure copper and weighing 
700 pounds attest the richness of its copper 
The colony of Victoria is sometimes 
called the California of Australia, and the 
products it exhibits prove its right to the 
title. The fruits remind the visitor of Cali- 
fornia’s products, with the exception that 
seasons are reversed in Victoria. By cold- 
storage the supply is kept in excellent con- 
dition and renewed from week to week by 
fresh arrivals. 
The extent to which Victoria is develop- 
ing its meat trade with London may be ap- 
preciated by the one item that “ since 1890 
' the frozen meat trade has grown from an 
importation of 20,000 cattle and 3,000,000 
sheep to 120,000 cattle and 6,500,000 sheep.” 
An implement peculiar to Victoria, the 
stump jumper plow, used in preparing fields 
for wheat, indicates it will be some time be- 
fore the Australian colony can rival the 
great American wheat fields, where the 
steam plow is used.

REFORMS IN PORTO RICO. 
Recent. Washington dispatches indicate 
that the President is considering the ad- 
visability of a complete and radical recon- 
struction of the Porto Rican government 
-on American lines. The reason given is 
that the Spanish system is so at variance 
with American ideas of justice and good 
government as to be incapable of gradual 
reform. Especially in the judicial system 
are the abuses said to be so deep as to be 
incurable without uprooting the system: 
Spanish law proceeds on the assumption 
that an accused man is guilty until he proves 
himself innocent; American law assumes 
that a prisoner is innocent until he is proved 
guilty. Radical diffefences of this kind

As a general proposition it is undeniable 
“that violent reforms are good things to 
avoid. This is especially true in cases 
where’a foreign government undertakes the 
administration of a new dependency. The 
only successful examples of colonial enter- 
prise in the Orient are those in which the 
native institutié6ns have’ been reformed 
gradually. In the Malay States slavery 
was treated in this way, and within a decade 
it was abolished by the natives themselves. 
while a violent abolition at the beginning 
would have caused a war. The case in Porto 
Rico is different, but it is well to remember 
here, as elsewhere, that hasty and violent 
reforms often do more harm than good. 
There is reason to believe that General 
Henry das already made some bad errors 
of this kind. ae | 

The Insular commission sent to Porte 
Rico by the War department, composed of 
General Kennedy, Judge Curtis, and Major 
Watkins, has just made its official report, 
and it criticises General Henry on several 
points. The commissioners appear to have 
gone about their task with intelligence and 
conscientiousness, and their report is 
straightforward, though perhaps in parts 
too radical. Some of their statements, how+ 
ever, show that radical reforms in certain. 
cases will be unavoidable. | 

The commissioners report that the people 
of Porte Rico are loyal in their devotion to 
their new country. There are great ex- 
tremes of wealth and poverty in the island, 
but the reports of starvation are shown to 
be false. Porto Rican laborers and sailors 
are said by American employers to be ex- 
cellent workers. It is the opinion of the 
commission, after a careful estimate, that 
only 10 per cent of the 800,000 people of 
Porto Rico can read and write, but the is- | 
landers are now eager to have their children | 
educated. | 

A curious fact mentioned in the report 
is that a large proportion of the people, 
especially in country districts, are now liv- 
ing in a state of concubinage or without 
having any marriage ceremonies performed. 
These people are surrounded by families of 
children and are living happily, and con- 
tentedly. Their condition arises from the 
greed of the officials and priests, who made 
the marriage licenses and the fees for per- 
forming the ceremonies so exorbitant that ‘ 
the poorer people were unable to pay them. 
The commissioners’ state that the so-called 
alliances of these people seem to be re- 
garded with as great sacredness as the usual 
marriage ceremony. | ak 

The trouble with the ¢ivil government is 
its overplus of officials. ‘The Spaniards fol- 
lowed the policy of creating innumerable 
offices and making the people pay for them. 
Many of these are sinecures, and since 
General Henry has made the mistake of or- 
dering their salaries to be paid in Amer- 
ican instead of Porto Rican money the bur- 
den has been increased instead of dimin- 
ished.

SCIENTIFIC EXPEDITIONS. 


The Canadian Commissioner of Crown Lands 
intends to have a base line explored in forth- 
ern Ontario, beginning at a point om the boutdary 
line between the districts of Nipissing and Al- 
goma, near Night Hawk Lake, Om the one hun- 
dred and twefttieth mile post north of Proudfeot's 
line. Alexander Niven, O. L. 8., Wil have charge 
of the survey, and he will be aces Ww. 
A. Parks, lecturer on. geology in Uni- 
versity. The new line will be run about 160 milles 
through the district of Algoma, to or near the 
meridian of eighty-four degrees, and the region 
to be traversed is the source of the Moose River. 
It will cross numerous tributaries of the Matta- 
gami and Misanabie Rivers. 


Dr. von Drygalski, who conducted the German 
expedition of Greenland in 1891-’98, will lead 
the antarctic expedition of 1901, for which plans 
are now being made. Only oné ship will be 
taken and it will be built entirely of wood to 
eliminate all possible causes of error in magnetic 
observations. After touching at the cape the 
expedition is to make for the antarctic continent 
south of the Kerguelen Islands, and there és- 
tablish a scientific station at some point suitable 
for wintering.

This was the question not left 
unasked in Cincinnati last week, 
during the twenty-first convention. 
las an orgenization that is galvanized into 
fe only by the enthusiasm of a few hard 
orking Officials, that is constantly having 
coax money out of merchants and music 
yers in order to pay expenses, and then has 
to ste.gger along under a burden of debt, any 
right to live? And can such an organiza- 
tion accomplish anything that is of gonuine 
gervice to music as an art and te musicians 
as 


members of a profession? 

The new constitution, which was offered 
‘the association for its consideration and 
‘geceptance last week, states in its first 

article that the Music Teachers’ National 
association “ shall be the American society 
} for the promotion of the art and the science 
‘of music.”” This, then, is the object of the 
association, and unless it accomplish this 
‘object it obviously is a failure, and its 
ceasing to exist would be no cause for 
lamentation. That the art and the sclence 
_ of music is in any wise promoted by the 
conventions of the Music Teachers’ National 
association is doubted seriously. The only 
fnembers who ight derive real benefits 
from attending the annual meeting are those 
re the ceuntry and the smaller towns. 
A musician who lives in New York, in Bos- 
ton, in Philadelphia, in Chicago, in Cin- 
cinnati, in any city large or small that hes 
its own musical life of any kind, hears little 
or nothing at a convention that he cannot 
hear eome time during the season at home. 
The three or four orchestral concerts that 
are offered during the session are at most the 
only music he may not enjoy during the 
regular season, and if he chance to live near 
Jany of the larger music centers of the coun- 
try even these are not beyond his reach. 
As for the piano, song, and organ recitals, it 
, is safe to say that if he lives in a town 
of any sige or importance whatever he is 
gure not to be neglected by the travel-loving 
virtuoso and concert-giver. It is, there- 
fore, only the country musician who might 
hear at the Music Teachers’ National asso- 
ciation meetings concerts he canhot hear 
close at home, and who wauld thus derive 
benefits from the meetings. 

But the country musician does not come to 
the meetings! It is safe to say that of the 
possible 1,000 visitors to Cincinnati last 
week—and the figures are generous—not 

.more than 100 of them were from small 

country towns, and of these possible 100 

not more than twenty-five were from out- 

side the State of Ohio. The country music

of crying need; but he bore them off in 
safety, after they had exhausted their te- 
sources against a cruel and wnacrupulous 
foe. The episode is memorable in the his- 
tory of both nations, and has been brought 
to light more than once sinee. Perhaps 
the most conspicuous of these occasions was 
the banquet given Rear Admiral Erben and 
Captain Mahan in London just five years 
ago this month. 

The difficulties which culminated in the 
firing of the Chinese upon the English be- 
gan a year before and were not ended until 
another twelvemonth passed. In 1858 Eng- 
land had gone to war with China as a‘re- 
sult of the outrage committed upon the 
British vessel Arrow. At this time the forts 
at Ta-Kou were taken, and Lord Elgin 
went up the Pei-Ho, or North, River, ‘in- 
tending to dictate a treaty in Peking, the 
celestial city itself. The imperial commis- 
sioners, anxious to avoid a breach of tradi- 
tion which ha@ uniformly denied all “ for- 
eign devils’ access to the seat of empire, 
met the English at Tien-Tsin and there 
negotiated terms favorable to England, with 
the understanding that a formal ratification 
of the treaty should take place at Peking 
a year hence, on June 25, 1850. This was 
in July, 1858. In Lord Bigin’s own words, 
what had been obtained from China amount- 
ed “to a revolution, and involved the sur- 
render of some of the most cherished prin- 
ciples of the traditional policy of the em- 
pire. They had been extorted, therefore, 
from its fears.” 

This treaty, as the sequel proved, was 
merely an Oriental expedient for the gain- 
ing of time. Diplomacy had exhausted itself; 
Canton had been. stormed and its Viceroy, 
Yeh, captured; the Ta-Kou forts destroyed; 
Peking was open to its enemies, and the 
treaty was inevitable. But not so its rati- 
fication. All the Europeans and Americans 
in Chinese waters looked forward to trouble 
when June, 18659, should come. The English 
took all possibie precautions as a conse- 
quence. They brought down through the 
Guilt of Pechill to the mouth of the Pei-Ho 
@ powerful force of men-of-war. As these 
were of too great a draft to pass the bar 
at the mouth of the river eleven gunboats, 
the Nimrod, Cormorant, Lee, Opossum, 
Haughty, Forrester, Banterer, Starling, 
Plover, Janus, and Kestrel, were assembled 
for the purpose of ascending the stream to 
the imperial city. The expedition was in 
command of Admiral Sir James Hope. The 
Nimrod and Cormorant carried six eighteen- 
pound howitzers each, the other gunboats 
two apiece. Each had crews of about fifty 
men, and there was also a large force of 
marines under Coionel Lemon. 

The Americans also had interests at stake. 
They had negotiated @ treaty om the heels of 
the English, and the Powhatan, Flag Officer 
Josiah Tattnall, was then in the Gulf of 
Pechili, with the Hon. John E. Ward and his 
suite aboard, for tha purpose of closing the 
bonds between the nations. The Powhatan 
was one of the most powerful vessels of war 
afloat, a steamer of considerable size and 
powerful armament as matters went in those 
days, and it, too, was lying outside the bar 
as a result. Tattnall, by reason of this, 
chartered a small passenger steamer, the 
Toey-Wan, intending to use this on the run 
up to Peking for the accommodation of the 
American Minister. The steamer was small, 
of light draft, and wholly unarmed. 


| Chinese Treachery. 

There would have been no delay at all 
had not the Chinese rebuilt the forts at 
Ta-Kou which the English had destroyed 
the year before. As reconstructed, these 
were formidable affairs, with stone founda- 
tions, and huge, thick sides of mud, It was 
said then, and there seems to be little or 
no doubt of it, that the Russians were in- 
strumental in bringing these fortifications 
to their state of high perfection. It was 
known that China had turned to Russia 
in its trouble, and that the government of 
the Czar was represented somewhat pro- 
fusely at the Chinese court in consequence. 
There was bad blood between the two Eu- 
ropean powers as the result of the Crimean 


war, then hardly three years old, and the 


story was destined to produce disastrous 
results. The forts were on both sides of 
the river, at a point where its banks were 
especially high and steep. 

Looking up the stream to the west there 
were to be seen three great mounds of earth 
faced with substantial masonry on the south 
bank, none of them less than ten yards in 
height. Each of these carried three guns on 
three of its sides, commanding the river 
from above, and making them practically 
safe against any water attack by reason of 
their height. These guns could be seen from 
below. Surrounding these mounds were 
earthworks twenty-two feet high, protect- 
ing the stone behind them from a breaching 
fire, and themselves mounting guns enough 
to bring the total in the three to fifty. It 
was the construction of these which led to 
the supposition of Russian aid, for each gun 
was carefully casemated and all the em-. 
brasures fitted with mantlets of wood cov- 
ered with rattan and bullet proof. Behind 
them the cannon could be loaded with im- 
punity, the mantlets being on a line with the 
outer walls and hardly to be told from 
them until the gun was ready to fire, when 
they were hoisted, and dropped immediate 
after the discharge. They were used first 
on the Russian forts In the Crimean war. 

The English forces had reached the mouth 
of the river on the night of June 20, which 
was a Monday. The Powhatan had arrived 
during the day. Admiral Sir James Hope 
sent off an officer early.on Tuesday morning 
to request a passage up the river. An 


answer was returned by a Chinesejofficial of 


low rank, who said that he could not have 
the barriers taken awny, and directed the 
Europeans to another mouth of the river, 


ten miles away, where, he said, they would 


be met by the duly delegated representatives 
of the throne. Everything was good 
natured, and Hope sent back word that he 
intended waiting until Friday evening, June 
24, when, if the barriers were still in place, 
he would remove them himsel£ 


Americans in Trouble. 


, The Americans deciged on a different 
course. Mr. Ward and Captain Tattnall 
took the Toey-Wan up the river at 11 o’clock 
Friday morning, with the intention of going 
up the river as far as possible. If the little 
steamer were fired on it was thelr intention 
to retire; if the Chinese sent a shot across 
their bows they would open communications 
with them. Without notifying the British of 
their determination the Toey-Wan started 
out. What would have happened if the 
original plan had-not been interfered with 
can never be told, for the vessel ran aground 
within 1,000 feet of the first barrier at high 
tide? striking the bank of the river itseif, 
then wholly submerged. water 
began to fall, and the Americans were in a 
desperate position. Not only were they in a 
position where the Chinese could have de- 
stroyed them, but there was a real and im- 
minent danger of the receding tide leaving 
them strung on the bank until the boat fei] 
off into gen upside down. 

Admiral Mope saw the difficulty and sent 
the Plover to help the Toey-Wan out of its 
scrape, telling Mr. Ward that he could hoist 
his own flag over the gunboat if he wished. 

It had rained and stormed all day on 
Wednesday, and it was not until Thursday 
night that all the British gunboats got across 
the bar into the river. Early on Friday 
morning the marines under Colonel Lemon 
were embarked in junks and anchored at the 
bar. There were 700 of these “ soldiers and 
sailors, too," and they were to act as a re- 
serve for the storming party which Hope 
feared he would have to send against the 
forts up-stream. Hospital ships were made 
ready, and the British awaited the eA

side until late Friday night, when Captain 
Wiles, command of the American 
frigate taken from gallant Lawrence after 
he had uttered his immortal words, “‘ Don't 
give up the ship,”” was sent on to the bar- 
riers. He took three small boats, passed the 
iron piles which composed the first barrier, 
set two of the boats at the second barrier to 
blow it up with cylinders filled with powder, 
and went on to the third, or barrier of rafts.

A Chinese shot passed through the 
Stars and Stripes and cut them Into ribbons. 
Another cannon ball struck Hart, the cox- 
swain. down to his death, and wound- 
ed Trénchard’ rather séverely, almost 
wrecking the boat and making it nec- 
essary for Tattnall himself to assist 
in bailing out to keep Bfloat until they 
reached the little flagship. But the passage 
of the Americans through those troublous 
waters was attended by a continuous cheer- 
ing from the English gunboats which they 
passed, and they boarded the Plover after a 
voyage as hazardous as that which Commo- 
dore Perry made on Lake Erie upon a cer- 
tain other memorable occasion. 


Yankees Man English Guns. | 


Tattnall found Hope sitting on his quartér- 
deck, weak from the loss of blood. but grim- 
ly determined. He sat down in that hail of 
iron for a chat. “But before he seated him- 
self an eight-inch gun forward had caught 
his eye, and he gave rise to another senti- 
ment, which will be repeated. 

“My good fellows,” he said to the boat’s 
crew of stalwart Americans, “‘ while I am 
talking you might man that gun forward 
until they get a boat ready to take us back. 
Do just as you would on your own ship.’’ 

There was no hesitation. The entire crew 
of the gun were wounded. So the Yankee 
marksmen took their stations, a bright 
young Engtish lad brought them powder, 
and a badly-wounded satllor, still full of 
fight, brought them theshot, Fora full hour 
they blazed away, and there were witnesses 
to attest that every shot fired by the Ameri- 
cans took effect. By that time reinforce- 
ments reached the flagship, from another of 
the gunboats to take their places 

Grimed with the smoke and sweat of battle 
the happy Yankees went aft. Trenchard, 
whose wound had been dressed, met them. 

** What have you men been doing?” he de- 
mamied sternly, with a full realization of a 
neutrality already blown into small pieces. 

** Nothing, sir,’’ replied self-xelected 
Captain of the British gun. “ We just lent 
a friendly hand to them fellows forrard.” 

In a boat which had been procured from 
the British, Tattnall, Trenchard, and the 
other brave fellows returned to the Toey-. 
Wan and immediately set off down the river 
to the bar. The Toey-Wan was the only 
vessel in the stream which could tow the re- 
serves into action, and there was no delay 
possible. With a yell and a cheer the junks 
were made fast astern, and for once in the

What follows is so exceptional as to prove 
the rule. Six hundred. British sailors and 
marines went ashore to storm the forts as 
soon as Tattnall had taken them to the scene.

They swarmed through the ditch 
with water up to their waists and sharp 
stakes threatening to impale them. Their 
ladders were thrown yp, and the gallant men 
went on to the breastworks in spite of the

Out of the 1,100 men engaged against the 

Chinese almost exactly four-tenths were 
killed or wounded in an engagement lasting 
hardly more than two hours and a halt. 
The exact total of casualties, as officially 
reported, was 89 killed and 345 wounded. 
But for the Toey-Wan and Tattnall, andthe 
sentiment which he then made immortal, 
the list would have been doubled in that far- 
off Asian water forty years ago today. 
After this defeat, made possible only 
through treachery and Russian aid, the 
British forces retired to Shanghai. Lord 
Elgin was sent out again from England and 
the work of forcing a treaty from China 
began anew. In August, 1860, the British 
landed at Peh-tang, and within a week the 
forts on the Fei-Ho were in their possession. 
Thence they marched to Peking, and Oct. 
24 the fofmer treaty was ratified, «the 
Chinese paying an indemnity of nearly ten 
million dollars. 1}

perience in their art and they are conse- 
quently too literal to be altogether pleasing. 
In some of the figures there is a sense of 
nudity which is not felt in a figure which 
has been idealized and made more perfect 
and more beautiful than the average model. 
Many of the criticisms which have been 
made upon this group are justified, but it 
should not be condemned before considering 
the motives on which it was erected. The 
Haymarket monument belongs to a trifle 
higher grade of art, but it represents a 
sentiment which was worthy of a permanent 
record. The symbolical figure representing 
Chicago is inartistic and ungraceful, but 
doubtless characterizes the city better than 
a more elegant one. 

The purpose of exhibiting the fountain 
was to show the advantage of something 
in the way of ideal sculpture as an embellish- 
ment to the city parks. It was never ex- 
pected that it would be taken for a master- 
piece, but as a suggestion, and Mr. Taft and 
his pupils should receive the thanks of the 
community for their unselfish labor for so 
worthy a purpose. The prestige of the Art 
Institute has also contributed to the same 
end, for there are many who look to it for 
a criterion, who might have judged the 
fountain more severely had its erection not 
“been sanctioned by the institute, 


Thée latest plan to decorate the United 
States Building at the Paris exposition is 
said to be to raise money by a popular sub- 
scription to pay for mural paintings by 
American artists. The fifst plan was to 
ask artists to contribute works which they 
had executed for other purposes. It took the 
commission some time to find out th&t this 
was impractical, and the expenditure of all 
appropriations which have been made is 
provided for, and as there is not much chance 
of obtaining another it is now proposed to 
ask for private contributions from _ in- 
dividuals. J. B. Cauldwell, the director of 
the American fine arts department of the 
exposition, has expressed himself as in 


4 favor of the scheme and hopeful that it will 


be realized. He is quoted in &@ New York 
newspaper as follows: | 

“Mural decoration has become an im- 
portant art in this country. There is a 
great deal of distinguished and dignified 
art which would receive no representation 
at. the exposition unless some arrangement 
is made for decorating the walls of the 
United States building. The case of the 
Boston and Washington public libraries and 
the World’s Exposition at Chicago is an 
indication of the beauty and vitality of this 
kind of art.”

On June 6 the fétes of Velasquez were 
celebrated in Madrid, and on the same day 
the remains of the Spanish painter Goya 
were exhumed in Bordeaux for reinterment 
in Madrid. A curious fact relating to this 
‘was that, to make sure that the body of 
‘Goya should rest under the monument to 
his memory, two skeletons were buried 
under it. During the restoration of Ferdi- 
nand VII. Goya, who had used his art in 
violently satirical attacks upon the govern- 
ment, was forced to go into exile and chose 
Bordeaux as his residence. He died in that 
city in 1828 and was buried in the same 
tomb with Martin Golcocchea, once Mayor 
of Madrid, but also an exile. When the 
tomb was opened preparatory to removing 
the remains of the@rtist it was discovered 
that no m of identification remained, 
and to gure that there could be no 
mistake the remains of both were placed 
under the monument originally intended for 
the artist alone.

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STRONGEST FIGHTING FORCE. 


If It Were Necessary the United States 
Could Put a Vast Army in 
the Field. 


In the table of the armed strength of vari- 
ous countries it is customary to put Russia 
first among the nations of the world, with 
an active army of 1,125,000 soldiers, a first 
reserve of 2,500,000, and a second reserve of 
1,375,000, bringing up the total number of 
available soldiers on a war footing to about 
5,100,000, as against 5,000,000 in Germany, 


males between 18 and 44 years, both includ- 
ed, was 13,230,000. Since then the popula- 
tion of the United States has increased 20 
per cent, according to the most reliable esti- 
mate. The Actuary of the Treasury esti- 
mated the population of the United States on- 
June 1, 1897, as 72,807,000, and by next year’s 
census there is little doubt but that the total 
population will be shown to be 75,000,000, an 
increase of 12,000,000 over nine years aga, 
and the total number of Americans of mili- 
tary age will not fall short of 17,000,000. 

In the United States the number of physi- 
cally disqualified persons incapable of serv- 
ing in the army is materially less than in | — 
Russia, and the administrative business of , 
this country, too, is conducted almost ex- 
clusively by civilians, whereas Russia is 
under practical military rule, thus taking 
from the number of those available for_mili- 
tary service all who are in the employ of the 
govérnment. Moreover, while forty-four 
years is put generally as the maximum age 
for soldiers, the majority of commanders and 
many of the officers, as well as the rank and 
file, are above 44. Everything consid- 
ered, it is probable that Uncle Sam could, 
on a pinch, put more troops in the field for 
a“ finish fight” than any other country in 
the world.—_New York Sun. | 


Four Thousand Millionaires. 

An article in Ainsiie’s Magazine for June states 
that there are today in America 4,000 millionaires, 
1,400 of whom are in New York City, Of this 
number 1,050 are simple, ordinary millionaires, 
188 are double millionaires, six are worth §40,- 


000 in Austria-Hungary, and 1,100,000 in 
+ Turkey. But a recognized authority among 
military men, the France Militaire of Paris, 
in a recent issue disputes the correctness 
of the popular belief that Russia can put in 
the field the largest army of the world in 
time of war, and says: ‘‘ The United States 
is not a great military power from the point 
of view of its effective foot forces in peace, 
but in time of war its permanent contingent. 
would form the nucleus of the vastest army 
of the world.”’ 

Prior to the beginning of the Santiago 
campaign and the stirring events of a year 
ago at Manila, it was not usual to include 
the United States in any computations of 
available armed strength, the nations of 
Europe being compared only with each 
other in this regard. But, as the quotation 
from the French military journal shows, in 
all: computations of available military 
strength the United States must now be 
reckoned as a factor, and a little computa- 
tion shows that the view of the French mil- 
itary paper is nearly correct. In the first 
place, in all authentic estimates of the avyail- 
able fighting strength of European coun- 
tries, “‘soldiors”’ of every grade are in- 
cluded in the general total, whereas the 
American total is made up only of the reg- 
ulars in the permanent service of the United 
States and without any reference whatever 
to the National Guard, which corresponds 
to the first reserve and outnumbers the reg- 
ulars in the proportion of ten,to one. The

Sides formerly had been given up exclusively 
to manufacturing qnd trade, and the idea 
so advanced that the city was to be de- 
prived not only of so much area for these 
purposes but of the dockage at Goose Island 
as well raised a storm of complaint. Short- 
sighted men cried out upon it as a threat 
against the business eminence of Chicago, 


and a howl of objection whirled round the. 


ears of Dunoon, Dorsey, and Wobaum, the 
apparent movers in the scheme. To these 
complaints they refused utterly to make an- 
‘Swer, but there yet remains among the pa- 
pers of Mr. Dudd a statement, undated and 
never published, which was undoubtedly 
‘prepared at this time. It sets forth that 
the disuse of so much property for business 
would, mean only gn increase upon the land 
which remained; it points to New York and 
other cities where natural conditions have 
compressed the business district, and asks 
whether New York would be willing to give 
up the Battery that the land might be used 
for building purposes. In itself the state- 
ment is now of little interest, but taken with 
the notebooks its existence establishes be- 
yond doubt the fact so often disputed that

Hiram Ebenezer Fishquill, a New-England- 
er and a business-man of an ability proba- 
bly second to none ever displayed in this 
world, set himself to obtain control of the 
riparian rights along the whole lake front 
of Chicago, from Jackson Park on the 
south to Lincoln Park on the north, omitting 
only that small portion occupied by the

by three sand wagons and a mud scow. 

was rumored that Mr. Fishquill was at the 
head of a syndicate greater than any before 
formed. Certainly he had at his command 


‘sums of money such as no other man ever 


possessed and he used them lavishly. It is 
certain, too, that he emerged from the affair 


j immensely wealthy; but Mr. Dudd’s note- 


book, if the fact had not been sufficiently 
proved otherwise, contains information 
enough to establish beyond question that it 
was he and not Mr. Fishquill who planned 
this stupendous enterprise, though its carry- 
ing hy was left entirely in Mr. Fishquill's 
ands. 


To trace this affair through its acres of | 


newspaper comment and labyrinths of court 
reports were a task as foolish as uninterest- 
ing. Much has been written upon it since 
its occurrence, most!y from a viewpoint not 
only shortsighted but utterly erroneous. 
Every one knows how vast interests shud- 
dered and almost went to‘pieces: how the

and carefully begun, it progressed with 
growing rapidity under direction of Mr.

That he 
did so connect it, that he investigated tho 
concerns of the mine so far as possible, there 
is abundant proof. In the end he struck 
upon something near the truth. 

Of what followed there is. no absolute 
knowledge. Mr. Dudd, who might have 
told, is dead; Mr. Bugg, who undoubtedly 


tell. It seems probable that, having reduced 
his speculations to something like facts, he 
formed a plan so daring, yet so likely to 
succeed, that it was almost a masterpiece. 
In. the eyes of the world he was the head 
of the great lake front enterprise, an enter- 
prise of as yet undeclared aim, but of vast 
extent. To combine this enterprise with the 
** Happy Hit,”’ to form with the owners of 
the mine an ironbound union, to defy the 
real owner of both if he fought for his pos- 
sessions, to endeavor to prove him insane 
and force him into an asylum, was a scheme 
so obviously feasible if, as seemed likely, 
the owner was a virtually unknown man, 


that it is remarkable it was tried only once. 

Not long before his death Mr. Dudd in con-. 
versation with Mr. Jenkins remarked: “ In 
all my life there has been but one man who 
ever reduced me to absolut desperation.’’ 
There can be no doubt that Mr. Fishquill 
was that man. | , 

The position in which Mr. Dudd was placed 
by this plan can be easily imagined. His 
perplexity and hesitation are displayed in 
his notebook. Yet few can doubt that the 
course he took was the right one. A hur- 
ried journey to Cripple Creek was made by 
Mr. Bugg and the supply of gold from the 

Happy Hit’’ mine ceased. Rock was

tion seemed almost unassailable. Yet here, | 


as at Cripple Creek, Mr. Dudd was victor. 
Mr. Fishquill disappeared. He walked from 
his office on the afternoon of April 10, 1904, 
and he never returned. Another'man, wear- 
ing Mr. Fishquill’s appearance, his face 
torted .by toothache, took Mr. Pishquill’s 
place, occupled Mr, Fi: ‘s office, quar 
reled with and dischargéd Mr, Fishquill’s 
confidential clerk, used Mr. Fishquill’s sig- 
nature. That man was Handel 8. Penn, 
known as the “‘king’’ of confidence men 
and forgers. With such unworthy tools 
was Mr. Dudd sometimes obliged to work. 
How so stupendous a cheat could have 
been carried out it is difficult to imagine. 
It could have been done only in the case of 
a man of few friends and no relations, a 
man such as Mr. Fishquill. That it was 
done there can be no doubt. When the work 
upon which he had set out had been com- 
pleted, when events had proved this merely 
a part of one great design, Mr. Fishquill 
reappeared to claim without opposition the 
wealth he had laid by. Not a dozen persons 
in the country knew he had been absent, 
and Mr. Dudd, so far from discovering him- 
self, was never mentioned in con 
with the occurrence. | 
The transfer of laborers from the new 
parks to the work on the lake front was 
carried on so quietly and so gradually as to 
wholly escape observation. As the parks 


neared completion the men were discharged 


a few at a time, each provided with a brief 
recommendation to Theophilus T. Gull, the 
engineer in charge of the lake front work. 


‘By this means the force was unobtrusively 


shifted from one work to the other. — 
During the spring of 1904, in spite of the 
difficulty with Mr. Fishquill, the work pro- 
gressed rapidly. The summer of the next 
year brought it to a-position where Mr. 
Dudd found the codperatiom of the park 
boards and of the city anecessity. The deli- 
cate task of securing this aid without pub- 
licity was intrusted to Mr. Bugg. Hisdeath 
occurred while the matter was still in abey- 
ance, but his partner, Mr. Dokin, who seems 
to have gained a deeper knowledge of the 
whole enterprise than even Mr. Dudd was 


aware, took up the matter where he had 


left it and carried it to completion. 

It had now, by the progress of the design, 
grown wholly impossible to maintain a per- 
fect secrecy. The purpose of the lake front 
work had become obvious, the boulevarding 
of streets was of necessity publit business, 
and from this point speculation pointed all 
one way.

The forehead 
of the Father of His Country had a consider- 
able slant backward, and the.same charac- 
teristic is shown in the extant likenesses 
of ‘other early Presidents, whereas recent 
ocenpants of the office exhibit quite strik- 
ingly, the Fectangular cranialformation. — | 


‘Oranialand Facial Changes. 


= This ‘same progressive alteration is ob- 
servable in portraits of other celebrities, fol- 
lowing them down through the last century, 
the shape of the head changing gradually 
from the retreating type to the full forehead 
conformation of living statesmen. At the 
same. timé. the jaw of the typical American 
is perceptibly shortening and the face is be-- 
coming less prognatious. In other words, 
the lower part of the face no longer projects 
so far as it formerly did. It is easily under- 
stood that the shortening of the jaw and the 
straightening of the face are directly con- 
nected with the improvement in the form of 
the top-head. 

“It may be said in a general way that the 
human skull is improving in shape and in- 
creasing in size. As to the latter point, we 
observe that the crania of modern dissect- 
ing-rooms are decidedly better developed than 
those found in any ancient cemeteries or 
tombs. Evidently this increase has been go- 
‘Ing on progressively century after century, 
and we have been able to ascertain by exact 
measurements that the — of the Incas of ~ 
‘Peru are larger than those of prehistori¢ Pe- 
ruvians who lived at an earlier date. 

‘In like manner we have been able to com- 
pare ancient with modern crania in other 
parts of the world, and similar results are 
obtained. The skull of an average Egyptian 
of thirty centuries ago had a capacity of 
98 cubic inches; the capacity of the negro 
‘cranium’ today is 96 cubic inches, and of the 
‘Anglo-Saxon 105 cubic inches.

BODY WITHOUT A HEAD. 


Just at present the University of Iowa 

presents the paradox of a strong, pulsating 
body, instinct with life, and yet without 
a ‘real head. However, Dr. Amos Noyes 
Currier, dean of the collegiate department 
for twelve years and professor of Latin 
for thirty-two years, has been the acting 
President since September, 1898. 
This scholarly patriarch has ably served 
the State, and his grasp of university af- 
fairs and splendid executive ability have 
prevented the institution from taking a sin- 
gle backward step during the nine months it 
has lacked a President. On the contrary, 
the onward march has been as persistent as 
ever, under the guiding hand of the “ grand 
old man "of the university. 

Today, however, all lowa is eagerly await- 
ing the decision of Chancellor George E. 
MacLean of Nebraska University. He has 
been tendered the Presidency, as Tur TRIB- 
une has already announced, but at this 
writing has not declared whether or no he 
will become the puccessor of Dr. Charles A. 
Sebaeffer. 

‘The University of lows is an integral part 
of the public school system of the State. 
As required by the Iowa law, it begins, as 
far as practicable, where the high schools 
end. A sense of this vital connection with 
the system of public schools determines, 
in large measure, its requirements of admis- 
sion, its spirit, and the trend of its work.

At 
the head of the law department is Chan- 
cellor Emlin McClain (not MacLean, it must 
be noted). He is the author of the Annotate:l 
Code of Iowa, officially indorsed by every 
Iowa Legislature since its publication. He 
has also written several law works which 
are used in many universities all over Ameri- 


va. From Chancellor McClain’s department 


have gone forth such men as Chief Justice 
Jonn Campbell of the Colorado Supreme 
bench, and scores of othér able masters of 
law. Frank O. Lowden of Chicago is an 
alumnus. Indeed, the graduates and post- 


graduates of every department of the uni- 


versity may be found in almpst every Slate 
of the unioy, filling high edhe of honor in 
the business, professional, political, educa- 
tional, and religious‘world. _ 

Dr. J. C. Shrader is a member of the State 
Board of Health; Dr. Samuel Calvin is State 
Geologist; Dr. L. W. Andrews was Presilent 
of the Iowa Academy of Science, and was 
the first scholar in the West to demonstrate 
the practical value of the X rays; Dr. T. H. 
Macbride is the author of several works on 
botany and is a contributor to Appleton’s 
Popular Science Monthly and kindred maga- 
zines; Dr. G. T. W. Patrick, psychologist: 
Professor Isaac A. Loos, political economist; 
Professor C. C. Nutting of the chair of zo- 
ology; Professor C. B, Wilson of the chair of 
German; and Professor J. J: McConnell of 
the chair of pedagogy are also conspicuous in 
the fields of science and letters, Dr. Jostah. 
L. Piekard, former President of the univer- 
sity, dnd lorig ago Superintendent of the Chi-

the university’s present greatness. Professor 


W. C. Wilcox of the chair of history; Pro-. 
fessor L. G. Weld of the chair of mathe-. 


matics; Professors A. V. Sims and'C. §. 
Magowan of the engineering department, 
the latter President of the Iowa Engineering 
society, and a dozen other professors have 
distinguished themselves in their respective 
spheres, The faculties are reinforced by 
superior laboratories and a magnificent li- 
brary that is rising, phcenix-like, from the 
flames, better and stronger than ever: 

The university has its brave as well as its 
wise men. Major Hanson E. Ely of the chair 
of military science, resigned to join his regi- 
ment, the Seventeenth Infantry, U.S. A., 
and is now “ smelling powder ”’ in the Phil- 
ippines. Dr. J. W. Harriman, secretary of 
the medical department, ranked as Major 
at Canip Cuba Libre, where he saved for 
Iowa and the nation many a brave young 
fellow’s life. Moreover, nearly a hundred 
of the students enlisted under the flag of 
their country in the Spanish-American war. 
While some of them never reached the bat- 
tlefield, others have proven that a univer- 
sity libr cai is as productive of heroes as a 
cornfie ra counting-room. Most of these 
young men went as privates. Upon a few 
were conferred the coveted stripes. All 
“were especially proficient in maneuvering; 
so declared the inspecting officers from 
Washington, D. C. This was due to the 
many hours spent in drilling upon the beau- 
tiful campus—long ere war’s alarms filled 
the ear and set the American pulse to beat- 
ing madly. 


A FEW FEATURES. 


University extension is an impressive 
feature of the institution's current history. 
A fine series of “*‘ world-making”’ lectures 
has attracted State-wide attention and has 
resulted in calls from cities all over the 
union. These, of course, were scientific dis- 
courses—though attuned to the popular ear 
—but the faculties of all departments. con- 
tributed some of their best men to the 
lecture bureau, and their “ missionary la- 
bors,” throughout Iowa especially, have 


been fruitful in recent years. / 

The religious life of the university thrills 
with activity. In the nature of things this 
‘institition is non-sectarian, but it is per-, 
meated with. the atmosphere of a city of. 
churches. Nine-tenths of the student body 
ia affiliated with one or another of the fif- 


teen churches in Iowa City. A ¥. SC. A. 

nd a Y. W. C. A. flourish, and has an ele- 
gant $30,000 home, bearing the name of Close 
Hall, in honor of Mrs. C. D. Close, a wealthy. 
widow, whose gift of $10,000 made it possible. 

The people f the State take great pride in 

the museum, which is justly considered one 
of the finest the West. This institution is 
unique in that it possesses the only collection 
of certain types of musk-oxen, moose, Indian 
relics, etc., in this country, and perhaps in 
the world. They were obtained by Frank 
Russell, a loyal and daring alumnus, who 
spent two years in the great Northwest, 
making wonderfully rare and valuable col- 
lections in a region where the foot of white 
man never before trod. He faced and defied 
death in his varied guises, escaping as by 
miracle from ice gorges, snow prairies, 
drowning, and starvation. 
- ‘The University of Iowa isa firm believer in 
these expeditions. Professor C. C. Nutting 
conducted an incursion into the Bahamas, 
and secured marine specimens before un- 
seen in the West. His sojourn in Naples, 
where he represented the university and the 
United States government, was also profita- 
blé. Professor B. Shimek was at the head 
of an expedition to the Nicaraguan Canal 
region and he toured Mexico alone. 

The university museum, by the way, pos- 
sesses the only “sea serpent” of its kind 
in existence today. Itisa terrific Mosasaur, 
exhumed in the chalk-pits of Kansas and 
secured through Dr. T. H. Macbride from 
the Alumni association of Davenport, Ia. 
This skeleton fossil is twenty-five feet long 
and has no duplicate in the world. 


THE SOCIAL SIDE. 


The social side of life in this university- 
ruled community is a decidedly alluring one. 
The opening week in September usually sees 
an “inaugural ball’’ or two. From then 
until the “junior promenade” and “* com- 
mencement hop ’’—the two great social func- 
tions of the year—there is scarcely a Friday 
or a Saturday night that does not merge 
into the new born day to the strains of sweet 
musie and the pit-a-pat of flying feet. That 
“all work and no play” is fully as bad as 
“all play and no work” for both Jack and 
Jill ‘s a firnmily intrenched doctrine here.

This edifice is the only one of 
its kind in Iowa, and it is the pride of the 
hearts of those students who wear the Greek 
letters that are the sesame to its 
doors. 

At great expense the nets Theta Pis have 
equipped their palace with the refined ele- 
gance of good taste. Rich carpets, lovely 
portiéres, and costly furniture bedeck its 
commodious rooms, and the dances held 
therein are described by the girls as “ per- 
fect dreams.”” Of course, the other Greek 
letter fraternities also have their society 
homes—usually suites of several rooms in 
fine business houses. All these are hand- 
somely and picturesquely adorned with the 
most pleasing decorations and furnishings 
obtainable in the city, and the recipient of 
an invitation to a fraternity dance in Iowa 
City always deems himself (or, particularly, 
herself) a lucky mortal. 


MANY GOOD ATHLETES. 


The same spirit of rivalry which leads men 
and maids in fraternities to indulge in 
“* spiking "’ for the purpose of securing de- 
sirable members finds expression in other 
ways. The boys have organized a fraternity 
baseball league, and their Xenophonic bat- 
tles on the diamond are certainly productive 
of excitement, if they are not the highest 
exponents of the art Ansonian. 

Baseball, by the way, is not the only 
branch of athletics at 8. U. L The cinder 
track has its devotees by the hundreds. The 
contests recently held in Chicago unfortu- 
nately revealed Iowa at her worst, even 
though four of her best men were there.
